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FAC consideration. Of the several suggestions made by the 
Logistics architects, their "A, 2" seems to me to be the most 
suitable. (A small bronze plaque affixed to the right side 
of the pedestal as one faces the statue.) This is at best, 
however, an aesthetically awkward solution to the problem, 
by virtue of its imbalance. Because the present engraving 
on the pedestal extends as far as it does, it is not desir- 
able to simply cover it up with a large bronze plaque. In 
other words, short of re-doing the pedestal entirely, I’m 
afraid any less radical attempt to solve the problem is going 
to have a tacked-on appoarance.
